ATTENDS REVIVAL 
AS HOME BURNS 


Edgemont Man Returns from Church 


to Find House and Stable in 


Ruins as Result of Incendiary's 


Work. 


While the owner was attending re­ 
vival services at the Church of God a t 
Jerusalem last evening, the house and 
stable on the farm of 
Keller C. Car- 
baugh, a mile and a quarter east 
of 
Edgemont, w*ere entirely destroyed by 
fire. Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Carbaugh 
knew anything of the firejintil several 
hours after it had burned itself out. 
The blaze, which is believed to have 
been of incendiary origin, was discov­ 
ered in the stable by Jacob Fleagle, a 
neighbor. Although another blaze w’as 
found raging in the house, which was 
only about fifty yards away, a 
few’ 
minutes later, it is not known whether 
it w’as on fire a t the same time as the 
stable or not. Mr. Fleagle did not no­ 
vice it when he saw 
the outbuilding 
burning. 
With several members of his family 
and a number of other neighbors, he 
went to the scene. The fire had gain­ 
ed such great headway then 
that 
it 
wrould have been useless to have a t ­ 
tempted to save the 
buildings. 
Con­ 
fining their efforts 
to 
saving what 
they could of 
the 
contents of the 
dwelling the 
people 
succeeded 
in 
carrying to a place of safety much of 
the 
furniture 
and 
a 
considerable 
quantity of canned 
goods, 
potatoes 
and other provisions w’hich were stor­ 
ed in the cellar. 
Mrs. Carbaugh and 
several 
small 
children had irone to 
her home near 
Rouzerville and knew nothing of the 
fire, which 
had 
swept 
away 
their 
home and most of 
their belongings, 
until they returned late 
last 
night. 
Neither did the husband know of 
it 
for several hours. 
The loss will amount to between $1,- 
000 and $1,500.

To Cover Thirty Four Hundred Miles Patrons in Two Towns Complain of 


of Lincoln Highway on One Day 
Poor Mail Connection with Get- 


now the Plan. 
Gettysburg Auto- 
tysburg. Two Days to Send Rural 


ists to 6o to fork. 
Route Mail. 


To traverse the entire Lincoln High­ 
way 
from San 
Francisco to New 
York, a stretch of 
J,400 miles, all to 
be done in one day, is the novel man­ 
ner in which the Lincoln Highway en­ 
thusiasts propose to 
bring the great 
thoroughfare forcibly to mind and to 
make the tourist think of it as the one 
big auto trip for next year. 
It is proposed (and it 
will be done 
Friday of this w’eek I that each 
Lin­ 
coln Highway center on the route will 
send autos to the next center, on Fri­ 
day. 
In this way the stretch of 3,400 
miles will be covered in twelve hours. 
The Yorkers will go to I^incaster, the 
I^ancaster men to Coatesville, the Get­ 
tysburg men to York, and so it will be 
from the Pacific eoa-t to New York. 
It is 
figured 
th a t 
thousands 
of 
Americans, unabe to go abroad next 
year on account of the war and 
for 
other reasons, will go somewhere, and 
that they will probably ‘‘See America 
F irsi”. The trip of Friday, therefore, 
is calculated not only to arouse 
in­ 
terest in the Lincoln Highway, but to 
induce 
transcontinental 
travel 
by 
automobile next summer. 
It is the desire to make this a com­ 
munity affair, and a general invitation 
is extended to all those owning cars 
to participate in the run to York. 
The general instructions to drivers 
are not to run faster than 
20 
miles

UNCONSCIOUS IN 
AUTOJCOLLISION 


MI. St. Mary s Student Seriously In­ 


jured when Overland Car Strikes 


a Ford and Throws Lighter Ma­ 


chine against him. 


The lives of a number of Mt. Saint 
Mary's 
students 
were 
endangered 
when two automobiles collided on the 
pike along the athletic 
field 
of the 
Emmitsburg college. One member of 
the party, Charles Eek, a 
third-year 
Seminarian, was struck by a machine 
and severely injured, his left leg being 
broken in three places and 
his face 
badly cut. 
He was 
removed 
to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, Baltimore. 
The two machines were on the way 
to Emmitsburg passing by the college 
property. An Overland touring car be­ 
longing to 
Mrs. J. Ledlie Gloninger, 
which was driven by her son, Sydney, 
w-as passing a Ford runabout, belong­ 
ing to Meade Patterson, of 
Emmits­ 
burg, which was driven 
by 
Howard 
Johnson, colored. 
The 
larger car 
struck the 
smaller 
machine, 
which 
swerved to the right of the road and 
crashed into the fence. 
Mr. Eek was about to get over the 
fence to the athletic field at the time 
of the collision. A colored woman was 
in the Ford 
machine 
with Johnson. 
The two w’ere not 
thrown out of the 
auto as it plunged through five panels 
of rail fence, but both 
were cut and 
bruised. The colored woman sustained 
several bad cuts. 
Three students rushed to the aid of 
Mr. Eek, who was 
rendered 
uncon­ 
scious. He was carried to the college. 
Drs. B. I. Jamison and John B. Braw­ 
ner were summoned. In the afternoon 
it w’as decided to remove the injured 
seminarian to Baltimore. His left leg 
w’as badly fractured, being broken in 
three places. Ile was also cut about 
the face. It is considered most fortu­ 
nate that the other 
members of the 
party, out for a w’alk, 
escaped being 
hurt. 
The Ford car was 
badly damaged, 
although the engine was not knocked 
out of commission, and 
could be run 
to a 
garage 
in 
Emmitsburg after 
some little adjusting. 
The 
Overland 
car was only slightly damaged. 
Johnson, who was running the Ford 
ear, stated that he 
was not running 
over 20 miles an hour. He said that 
the rear of the 
passing auto struck 
the front of his machine, which caused 
him to swerve into the fence. As soon 
as the machine collided Mr. Gloninger 
brought his car to a stop in short or­ 
der.

W h a t Is 
the final destiny of a nation w hose fu­ 
ture mothers spend their girlhood days 
behind the plow, pitching hay and 
hauling manure, and what is to becom e 
of womanly culture and 
refinement 
that grace the home, charm society 
and enthuse man to leap to glory in 
noble achievem ents if our daughters 
are raised in the society of the ox and 
the companionship of the plow ? 
In that stra ta between the ages of 
sixteen and forty five are 950,000 worn 
en working as farm hands and many 
of them with 
suckling 
babes 
tug 
glng at their breasts, as drenched 
lu perspiration, they wield the scythe 


and guide the plow. 
What is to be­ 
come of th a t nation where poverty 
breaks the crow ns of the queens of 
the home; despair hurls a m other's 
love from its throne ana hunger drives 
Innocent children from the schoolroom 
to the hoe? 
The census bureau shows that 155,- 
000 of these 
women are forty-five 
years of age and over. 
There Is no 
more pitiful sight in civilization than 
these saintly m others of Israel stooped 
with age, drudging in the field from 
sun until sun and at night drenching 
their dingy pillows with the tears of 
despair as th e ir aching hearts take 
It all to God in prayer. 
Civilization 
strikes them a blow when it should 
give them a crown, and their only 
friend is he w ho broke bread with 
beggars and said: “Come unto m e ail 
ye that are w eary and heavy laden and 
1 will give you rest.’’ 
Oh, America! The land of th e free 
and the

The Mayors on Public 
Utilities. 


At the conference of American mayors 
in Philadelphia last week widely varied 
| shades of opinion were expressed on the 
great public utility issues of the day. The 
program was made up mainly by and for 
mayors. 
The policy of home rule of 
utilities—that is to say, local instead of 
state regulation of privately owned plants 
—proved to be, in at least several cases, 
only a frankly admitted disguise to cover 
a real policy of public ownership and 
operation. 
However, the fact that var­ 
ious speakers advanced municipal owner­ 
ship as the remedy for all the ills com­ 
plained of is not to Im* taken as the A n a l 
word of the conference on this important 
question. The recommendation finally 
adopted by the conference, that no gener­ 
al conclusion Im* formulated upon this 
“ a ttra c t question” hut that cities should 


Im* given the power to municipaPze, rep­ 
resent* the solM*r, dominating judgment 
of the eontrolling majority. 
This con­ 
clusion hinds only those who are in favor 
of it. The effect, if any, that it will have 
in the future cannot well I m* foretlod; but 
it is certainly a distinct departure from 
the policy of public ownership and oper­ 
ation, regardless of risk, cost or disaster, 
to which some of the s|M*akers would 
gladly have committed the entire gather­ 
ing. 
What brought alMmt this note of 
conservatism in the Anal definite expres- 
sion of opinion it is not easy to deter­ 
mine.
